lieve they have paid their taxes they 
will find 
that 
the 
payment 
was 
really for some ¡previous year. 
For instance: A man was delin­ 
quent for taxes of 1890. He is noti­ 
fied and comes in and pays them in 
1892. 
His receipt is dated 1892, 
but expressly states that the tax paid 
was for 1890. 
He looks at his re­ 
ceipt carelessly and imagines that 
he has paid his taxes for 1892. 


M any of the alleged ‘ ‘'mistakes” 
occur in this way. 


Again a piece of property is as­ 
sessed twice, described differently, 
and a man may pay the tax on the 
property and still the books show 
that he is indebted for tax on the 
same ptoperty. 
But when notice is 
given this defect can be easily co r­ 


rected. 
E a ch receipt in 
the collector’s 
office 
IS attached to 
a stub, and 
when the original receipt is given 


the stub remains in the book as a 
duplicate, so that even if the tax­ 
payer loses his receipt the evidence 
that he has paid his tax is not d e­ 


stroyed. 
T h e 
report of the collector is 


made from 
these 
stubs 
and the 


money goes into the city treasury, 
and not into the collector’s pocket. 
In the thousands of transactions 
in the collector’s office it would be 
strange if mistakes should not occur, 
but the books are always open and 
the collector will esteem it a p le a s­ 
ure as well as a Muty to explain 
“ his methods” to any citizen or any 
committee of citizens who may d e - , 
sire to examine them.
